Civilised superwoman, who pre- 
fers nursing a pug to nursing a 
baby, may ba adlflad to laam that 
aha kaa rivals — in tha Matulu 
monntalna oT Papua. 

Only It is pigs, not pugs, that are 
fondled and cherished by the wives 
of the Mafulu cannibals. 

Thrilling accounts of this strange 
retrograde tribe of the British por- 
tion of New Guinea (or Papua) 
were told by R. W. Wllllamaon, a 
fellow of tha Anthropological Insti- 
tute, who has recently returned 
from a (icientlfle azpaditlon to tka 
Mafulj people. ' 

A'conipaiiied only by a ChiKalae 
servant and two of the more civllls- 
j cd natives of Pupua, he spent near- 
ly five months in that country. 

Mr. Wllltamaen la a frail-looking, 
aeholarly man to look at, but his 
advanturaa rival thoae of Robinson 
Crusoe and tka gianta of explora- 
tion. 

"We started toward the Mafulu 
mountains from the Mekeo district, 
following the course of tha St. Jo- 
seph River," he said. 

"Tha grooad waa eovarad with 
thick, ready graaa, aomatimaa 10 
feet In height, and through thia we 
had to push our way tAong lll-torm- 
ed native paths. 

■\Ve visitod a.s many villages as 
possible on the way to the moun- 
tains. Here wo were received very 
courteously by the chiefs, to whom 
I gave varlona praaanta In axchange 
for natlva earrlara. 

'There Is, of cours*, no such 
thing as money, either among the 
natives of thft pUins or the Mafulus, 
•o that I carried a stock ot articles 
'trade* la llau ot noaay. 

"My trade oonaiatad of tha follow- 
ing goods: Axes, knives, trade to- 
bacco, beads, plane Irons, belts, red 
calico, pouches and salt. With these 
things I paid for all native labor. 

"At last, after walking through 
almost Impassable bnah and under- 
growth, wa eama npon tka Mafulu 
mountalna and began to aaeend 
tkam. By tkla time my laga were 
covered with sores t here la, I am 
anre, aeptic poison In tha atmos- 
phere tkara and avary atap kurt 
me. 

"It was between 4.000 and .'),000 
feet up the mountains that we came 
upon the Mafulua — a amall people, 
entirely naked aava for a atrip of 
bark worn around thair lolna. 

"Their skin Is a dark, sooty 
brown color, their hair a grizzly, 
frizzy brown, and across tlicir facos 
are weird splotches of color, chiefly 
bright red. 

"Here, in these wild, out-of-the- 
world regions, 1 found two French 
Jesuit priests. I cannot axpreaa my 
Immanaa admiration for thoae two 
men, who lived there quite a)one 
and unprotected. 

"The .Afnfulua, I discovered, 
though they are cnnnitials. nro not 
actually bead hunters. Thev eat 
human flesh only when the victim 
Is killed in battle or in private ven- 
detta; but the actual Mayer Is not 
permitted to aaalst at tM teaat. 

"Their liking for pigs amount^ 
to something like worship. Women 
nurse young piga Juat aa thay wonid 
babies. 

"One woman killed her babv so 
that she could nurse a younn pic 

"At tbe big feasts pig fle^h Is 
largely eaten. One village of about 
too houaaa killed ISO plga for Its 
meal."

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 19.— After 
a conalderabla diacuaaioa la* whleh 
the tttmbat good fealing prevailed, 
tha Houae of RepreaeatfUvea thia 

afternoon by a vote of 70 to 19 pass- 
ed the Nlles county unit local option 
bill, after voting down a motion to 
postpone action on the measure un- 
til January 29 in order that the 
committee in charge of the bill 
might coaalder aaother eoi|aty unit 
exteaaloB maaaare ka«wa aa the 
Hutraker bill. 

Repreaentatlve Peter Lee Ather- 
ton, of Louisville, mad« a strong 
speech In opposition to the measure, 
which, he said, was against the best 
interests of the State. Every mem- 
ber of the Fifth district delegation 
preaent voted against tha bill, ex- 
cept L. C. Owlnga, who aaid that 
while he personally oMweed the 
measure, 'he felt bound by the Dem- 
ocratic platform to support it. 

Representative Emanuel Meyer, 
the only Republican member from 
Louisville, was unavoidably pre- 
.vented from attending, being con- 
flaed at home as a result of a re- 
cent railroad wreck in wfeteh he waa 
Injured. Had ho been g eaaiat. It la 
said, he would have voitod againat 
the bin. 

Tl'e detailed vote on the Niles 
bill shows that of the 70 votes for 
the measure, .M were Democrats 
and 19 Republlcana, and that of the 
19 votea caat againat the bill, 17 
were Democrats and 2 Republicans. 
Victory for "Weth" In Senate. 
Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 22.— By a 
vote of >0 to It, a motion was pass- 
ed in the Senate to-day delaying the 
vote of the county unit bill until 
next Thursday. This is , the first 
victory of the "wets" over the ad- 
ministration, and It Is stated In 
Piankfort to-night that tlie bill niav 
be delayed apain next Thursday, and 
the hope of the "wets" to eventually 
defeat the NUea measure la high. 
When the NIlea bill was cahed up 
Senator R. M. Salmon, of Aopkins 
county, made a motion to reeommit 
the measure until Thursday and let 
the commlitee in the meantime con- 
islder of'er bilbt bc'oie It which are 
of ^ siniilar natuic. 

For two hours the S'uators d.J- 
haled the question, each side try- 
ing to bring the matter to a conclu- 
sion. It was believed by many that 
tVe administration would put the 
bill over to-day. b>it when four R'^- 
Ituhllcar S<'iaiors rume to the aid 
of till, w I • i>....if>. ;at8, the meas- 
ure was postponed.

and along the Grand river, and in 
ir, years he had laid aside 800 
pounds of gold, valued at $80,000. 

Bill's affluence, alheit rather tar- 
dy In the arrival, jiroves again what 
persistent and sedulous Industry 
will accomplish. Let not those who 
at 76 or 80 think of aelflsh Indul- 
gence and a life of ease, grow weary 
In well doing.

Sir Joseph 
Hooker, the botanist, who has Just 
passed away at 94, was a stripling 
l>e8lde this veteran Lord Strath- 
cona, at 91, and Sir Ctiarles Tup- 
per, at 90, are eight and nine years 
behind the age at which the peren- 
nially youthful BUI began to aeeu- 
mulate hit fortune.

"During 1911," says p New York 
police official, commenting on these 
figures, "wq have been confronted 
with hundreds of cases similar In 
every degree to that of Dorothy Ar- 
nold. Many other cases are Juat as 
bsflling aa here. The young girls 
leaving made no preparations for de- 
parture, and few have since been 
heard from. We maintain a bureau 
of missing persons especially to car- 
ry on this work of search."

Safford, Arit., Jan. 8. 1912, 

Editors Herald: — When it was 
known that I would vlalt the Weat 
and perhaps spend the winter here, 
many of my Mends asked letters of 
me and of course In the politeness 
of nature, I promised, hut find It 
impossible to keep my promises to 
all except through the good UAtured 
editors of The Herald. 

I took passage on the I. C. R. 
R. at Beaver Dam beeamber tl. 
1911, arrived In Memphis three 
hours late, hence I had to wait 
HV, hours. I boarded an Iron 
Mountain train there «t t:80 a. m. 
for Texarkana. 

My trip waa through the Mlssla- 
aippi flata, where cotton and cane 
seem to be tha principal cropa and 
thousands of aorea of each had not 
been picked. Could all the cotton 
left In the flelds tuTp be gathered 
and sold, oven at the prevailing low 
prices, It would go far toward reliev- 
ing the condition of many of the 
poor jwople in thia great State. One 
fact is very plain along this line — 
the timber is all gone and the coun- 
try has no public roada. Had the 
vast amount of money received for 
this prtat w-alti. of timber been 
applied to biilldinK roads, this sec- 
tion of the st::te ".'ould sursly have 
been far better off. 

As I see it from the csr the 
mule Is the beaat of all burden — 
the saddle horse, the carriage horse, 
the coach, the roadster —but he has 
never had bin tail shaved. The poo- 
lilt> liere are intensely iioiilunl. and 
from my meager observations, 
they adhere doaely to the platform 
of 189«, as I see at every sution 
le negroea to 1 white man. But on 
thia line I find one redeeming 
feature, and that Is, a town named 
for our T<ew Kentucky Senator, Hon.

' A largor size than EBB cannot be 
I made l>y this prqcesa.
